Manufacturing 
of Razors 
Halted by WPB 


Washington, Nov. 4 — (/P) — The 


War Production Board today halt- 
ed manufacture of safety 
razors 


for civilian use, and put all razors 
and razor blades under strict pro- 
duction 
and distribution restric- 


tions. 
From now on safety razors may 
be produced only for the military 
forces, for export, and for lend - 
lease purposes. 
Production of 
straight 
razors 


was reduced substantially for the 
last two months of the year, and 
will be halted January . 
WPB 
said the industry, however, would 
be put to good use, manufacturing 
commando knives, among 
other 


things. 
Production of safety razor blades 


next year will approximate 2,750,- 
000,000, a 20 per cent 
reduction 


from the record - breaking 
94 


production. 


WPB predicted the supply 
o f 
blades for civilian use would 
be 
ample to meet all requirements in 
1943. While fewer blades will 
be 
made for civilian use, the demand 
is expected to decrease 
substan- 


tially because of the millions 
of 


men in the armed forces. 
WPB estimated the restrictions 


of razors and razor blades would 
result in a saving of more 
than 


800 tons of steel.

Gordon Is Most 
Valuable Player 
in American

New York, Nov. 4—«P)—Joe Gor- 


don, 
the great second baseman of 


the New York Yankees, has been 
naed the most mvaluabje player 
of the American League for 1942, 
preserving the tradition that this 
coveted annual award usually goes 
to a member of the pennant-win- 
ning club. 


Since the Baseball Writers'Asso- 


ciation of America took over in 
1931 the task of selecting the most 
valuable player, there have been 
few breaks in the tradition and 
none at all in the last four years. 


Gordon's performance this year 


was the best in his five seasons 
with the Yankees, and he unques- 
tionably was a powerful factor in 
the Bombers winning their sixth 
pennant in seven years. 
• However, the difference between 
his value to the Yankees and the 
value of lanky Ted Williams to 
the second place Boston Red Sox 
was open to controversy which in 
turn was reflected in the balloting 
of the committee of 24 writers. 


Gordon was given 12 first place 


votes and received a total o 27C 
points, while Williams, winner o) 
the "triple crown" for leading the 
league in batting, home runs' and 
runs batted in, finished with nine 
first place votes and 249 points. 
The Boston slugger might have 
done better except for some com- 
shorlstp star, who polled two firs' 
petition from one of his own team 
mates, Johnny Pesky, the rookie 
place votes and 143 points.
